(vent  useless  and  unnecessary  correspondence : — 

SmSCTIONS  'EEOAEIZira  PUBLIC  LAND  MATTEES] 

A  fee  of  $1  is  charged  on  all  assignments  registered  by  this 
l)ej)artinent  in  connection  with  sales  or  location  of  Public  Lands, 
lot*  retained  as  necessary  to  the  establishing  a  claim  thereto  or  the 
substituting  of  assignees  for  purchasers  or  locatees ;  and,  therefore, 
all  such  documents  must  be  accompanied  by  the  required  fee  or 
or  fees,  as  the  (nise  may  be,  otherwise  they  will  be  returned  with- 
out action  beino;  taken  on  them  :  thev  should  be  transmitted  to 
the  Department  through  the  agent  within  whose  jurisdiction  the 
land  is  situated. 

Agents  will  grant  certificates  of  the  pei'formance  of  the  settle- 
ment duties  in  all  cases  where  their  knowledge  of  the  fact  will 
enable  them  to  do  so,  on  ])ayment  of  a  fee  of  $3,  or  if  they  are  re- 
<iuired  to  make  a  special  inspection  for  the  purpose,  on  pre-pay- 
ment  of  a  sum  sutiicient  to  cover  the  expense  at  the  rate  of  $4 
l)er  day  while  actually  employed  from  home  on  the  service. 

Surveyors'  reports  of  improvements  must  state  the  nature  and 
extent  of  said  improvements,  distinguishing  partial  or  abandon- 
ed clearances  from  land  in  a  tit  state  to  be  cropped,  and  whether 
the  house,  if  any  on  the  land,  is  actually  occupied ;  also  whether 
there  are  any  ad\  erse  claims  to  the  land  on  acoount  of  improve- 
ments. 

Agents  are  recpiired  when  requested  and  circumstances  will 
l)ermit  them  to  do  so,  to  properly  till  up  blank  forms  of  uncondi- 
tional assignments,  for  which  a  fee  of  50  cents  must  be  paid  at  the 
time. 

All  matters  of  contlicting  claims  whether  as  regards  lands,  cash 
or  timber  duties  a[)plied  or  to  be  applied,  must  tirst  be  referred 
to,  and  all  pai)ers  or  proofs  in  relation  thereto  fyled  with,  the  Ag- 
ent to  enable  him  to  decide  the  case  or  report  it  for  the  direct 
action  of  the  Department,  as  the  same  may  reciuire.

If  under  the  necessity  of  being  temporarily  abesnt  from  his  loca- 
tion, he  will  apply  to  the  resident  agent,  stating  the  length  of  his 
intended  absence,  and  the  reason  for  it,  which  will  be:  entered  on 
the  agent's  book,  if  the  reasons  for  absence  seem  sufficient.  Should 
he  absent  himself  without  permission  to  do  so,  or  should  he  remain 
away  longer  than  authorised,  he  will  be  considered  as  having  for- 
feited his  location.  -.^ 

4th.  Any  assignment  of  or  attempt  to  assign  the  ticket  or  location, 
without  the  previous  knowledge  and  approval  of  the  agent,  will 
also  be  considered  as  a  forfeiture  of  all  right  in  the  locatee  or 
assignee. 

5th.  In  all  cases  of  abandoment  of  location,  the  located  land  \vill  be  con- 
sidered immediately  open  for  new  location  or  sale. 

6th.  No  timber  to  be  cut  previous  to  the  issuing  of  Letters  Patent,  ex- 
cept for  clearing  of  the  land,  fuel,  buildings  and  fences— all  thnber 
cut  contrary  to  these  conditions  will  be  dealt  with  as  timber  cut  in 
trespass — moreover  these  locations  are  subject  to  the  licenses  to 
cut  timber  actually  in  force. 

No  location  will  be  allowed  for  more  than  100  acres  to  one  individual.

Note. — The  system  of  Free  Grants  in  this  Province  (with  tl»e  exceptioD  of" grants  not 
exceeding  ten  acres  for  schools,  town  hall  etc,  and  grants  not  exceeding  50  acres  for  places  of 
public  worship,  and  one  hundred  acres  for  model  or  industrial  farms)  is  confined  by  biw  to 
land  set  apart  for  that  purpose  on  each  side  of  the  colonization  roads  mentioned  in  the  fore- 
going statement. 
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RESUME  OF  THE  MINING  LAW  OF  THE  PROVINCE  OF  QUEBEC,  ENTITLED 
"  Thi  Quebec  General  Mining  Act  of  1880,"  43  &  44  Vict.,  Chap.  12. 


The  chief  provisions  are  : — 

1.  The  declaration  of  ownership  by  the  Crown  and  reserve  of  all 
mines  not  specially  granted.     Sec.  3. 

2.  For  the  sale  of  mining  rights  on  patented  and  seignioral  lands  and 
on  unpatented  lands  acquired  for  agricultural  purposes.  Sees.  4  to  12. 

3.  For  imposition  of  Royalty  under  Order  in  Council  if  deemed  ad- 
visable.    Sees.  13  &  52. 

4.  For  granting  licenses  U)  mine  for  gold  or  silver  on  public  lands 
and  on  conceded  portions  of  Seigniory  Rigaud,  Vaudreuil,  ond  other 
private  lands.     Sees.  14,  50,  et  seq. 

5.  For  the  sale  of  lands  as  mining  locations.     Sec.  23,  et  seq. 

C.  For  imposition  of  penalties  for  contravention  of  Act.  Sec.  23,  e^s^;^. 

Under  this  Act  parties  holding  Letters  Patent  for  lands  granted  for 
agricultural  purposes  nuiy  aaiuire  the  right  to  work  any  mines  of  gold  or 
silver  thereon,  withoutlicen.se,  by  paying  the  CiHumissioner  of  Crown 
Lands  a  sum  sufliciont  to  make  up,  with  the  amount  paid  before  issue  of 
patent,  the  price  oi  two  dollars  per  acre.  In  the  case  of  "free  grants"  the 
whole  price  of  two  (lollurs  i)er  acre  must  be  [)aid.  Ce)m1aires  in  the  seig- 
niories \.i  which  the  Crown  holds  mining  rights  may  aapure  these  rights 
by  paying  one  dollar  and  a  half  per  acre  for  the  whole  of  their  land  or  at 
least  one  hundred  acres;  and  the  seignior  or  proi)rietorof  the  nnccmced- 
ed  portion  of  a  seigniory  may  do  the  same  on  l)aying  two  dollars  per 
acre  ;  the  tixtentover  which  such  rights  can  be  ac([uired  being,  however, 
limited  to  tour  hundred  ai-res,  or,  in  special  cases,  eight  hundred  acres.

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1.  The  full  price  of  the  location  at  the  rate  oi'Jive  dollars  per  acre,  if 

it  is  to  be  mined  ^ov  phosphate  of  lime  (this  price  fixed  hy  O.  C. 
of  0th  April,  1883.);  two  dollars  per  acre,  if  to  be  mined  ^or  gold 
or  silver,  (price  its  per  Quebec  General  Mining  Act  1880.);  two 
dollars  per  acre,  if  to  be  mined  'Cov  anhesiofi,  or  ochres,  (price  fixed 
by  0.  C.  of  80  Oct.  1882.);  one  doll (ir  per  acre,  iftol)e  mined  for

Mines  of  gohl  or  silver  on  public  or  private  hinds  mny  be  worked  by 
parties  taking  out  licenses  for  themselves  aJid  their  em[)loyees,  costing  two 
dollars  for  each  i)erson  tor  three  months,  if  the  mining  is  to  be  done  on 
private  lands,  and  four  dollars  if  on  public  lauds. 

The  size  and  j)osition  of  claims  on  public  lands  worked  imder  sucli  li- 
censes are  regulated  by  the  Act  or  detei'miued  by  the  mining  insj^ect- 
or  according  to  circumstances.

All  a(;t  t(»  auieiid  tlw  acts  respecting  the  sale   of  lands   for  the 
working  of  j)hos[)hate  mines. 

TTER,  MAJESTY,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Ledsla- 
"*"■■     tare  ol  Quebec,  enacts  as  follows  ; — 

1„  The  act  41-42  Vict.,  chap.  6.  amending  the  "Phosphate  Mines 
Act,    IS  her(>by  repealed,  and  section  16  of  the  act  41  Vict.    chap.  4

2.  The  provisions  ot  section  18,  15,  18,  and  19  of  the  "Phosphate 
Mines  Act,"  relating  to  the  imposition  of  a  duty  of  fifty  cents  per  ton 
upon  the  output  of  phosphate,  are  suspended  and  shall  not  have  force  and 
effect  until  they  shall  have  been  again  put  into  force  by  order  of  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council. 

o.  The  Twelfth  Section  of  the  said  act  is  repealed  and  replaced  bv 
the  following  :  *^ 

"  12.  The  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  may  from  time  to  time,  and 
as  otten  as  circumstances  may  require,  offer  and  put  up  for  sale  'such 
number  of  phos[)iinte  lots  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

This  sale  shall  l)e  by  public  auction,  after  notice  duly  given  and  pub- 
lished during  at  least  two  months  in  the  French  and  English  languages 
m  tlie  Q>ic/jer  ()ifirU('.,  G-azdte  and  at  least  in  one  French  and  in  one  Eng- 
hsh  ne\ys^)aper,  if  there  be  any  published  in  these  two  languages  in  each 
of  the  cities  of  Montreal,  Quebec,  Ottawa,  Three  Rivers  and  Sherbrooke 
and  in  the  town  ofSorel.  ' 

At  each  such  sale,  the  upset  price  or  first  bid  shall  be  fixed  and  de- 
termined by  the  Comuiissioner  oi" Crown  Lands,  but  shall  not  in  anv  case 
!)(>  less  than  two  dollars  per  acre ;  and  the  entire  price  of  the  adjudication 
sball  be  payable  in  cash. 

'J.     All  sales  of  lands  made  previous  to  the  passing  of  the   Phosphate 
Mines  Act,  41  Vict.,  cliai).  4,  under  the  ordinarv  settlement  regulations 
the  onditions  of  winch  shall  not  have  I)een  fuliiUed,  anterior  to  the  date 
ol  the  [)resent  act,  shall  become  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  fifteenth 
section  ol  thj  said  "Phosi)hate  Mim  s  Act." 

Ami,  in  such  case,  every  such  ,,,  -  may  be  maintained  bv  the  (\)m- 
imssioner  ofCi'own  Lands,  and  remum  in  force,  provided  tliat  the  pur- 
chaser or  his  representatives  accept  the  new  condition,  namely  :  to  pay 
on  deinaiid,  the  additional  price  and,  within  one  year,  fulfill  the  original 
conditions  of  settlement  stJi)ulated  in  the  original  sale  ;  if  not,  eacirsuch 
sui«  may  be  cajicellcd  in  virtue  of  the  hiw  or  laws  respecting  the  sale. 

0.     This  act  shall  conn  into  force  on  the  day  of  its  sanction.

1st.  No  such  land  shall  be  sold  while  under  or  subject  to  "tim- 
ber license," 

2nd.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  purchase  moi-e  than  lifty  ac- 
res, or  thereabouts,  of  such  land,  whether  the  whole,  half,  quarter 
or  other  aliquot  part  of  a  lot. 

3rd.  Such  permission  shall  be  given  only  to  the  head  of  a  fam" 
ily  or  household,  who  is  not  already  pi-oprietor  of  a  wood  lot  pur- 
chased from  the  Crown.
